The reduction of the Narberth School 
District's debt by $15,000 was author- 
ized at the September meeting of the 
School Board last Friday night.

Thus after October 1st, the total in- 
debtedness of the School District will 
amount to but $88,000.

There is one more day to view the 
exhibit of Mexican life and industries 
at the Library, and then Miss Ellen 
Brinton, to whom the articles belong, 
will remove them for display elsewhere. 
From the beautifully woven straw mat 
which is their bed, to the wooden scales, 
emblem of their trading and the color- 
ful belts, serapes and embroidered gar- 
ments which comprise their costumes, 
the exhibit provides a very graphic pic- 
ture of the life of the Mexicans. 

To supplement this glimpse of life 
in our neighboring community, one will 
wish to read, or to re-read, Stuart 
Chase's "Mexico, a study of Two 
Americas." The comparisons suggested 
by the title are based mostly upon his 
study of the typical towns of Oaxaca 
and Tepoztlan, contrasted with the well 
known study of the town of "Middle- 
town" which represents cities and 
towns in the United States as affected 
by the machine age. 

Mr. Chase is not overly sentimental 
in his sympathies with Mexican handi- 
craft culture, but it is evident that he 
considers it an ideal in living, but one 
which could be enriched by certain at- 
tributes of western culture. In these 
days of noise and rush and stress it is 
difficult not to envy any people 
wherever found, who demand, as Mr. 
Chase says that the Mexicans do, the 



"ageless human overlay of non-material 
goods, light, color, music; festival and 
worship and these with maximum 
economy." 

The book is written in collaboration 
with Mr. Chase's wife, Marian Tyler, 
and illustrated by the pencil sketches 
of Diego Rivera, who also illustrated 
Carleton Beals' "Mexican Maze." It 
is a most readable and artistic book as 
well as informative one and the author's 
statistical tendencies in no wise detract 
from the charm of his writing.

Rebuttal 

To The Editor of Our Town: 

I did not expect that my comment 
printed in "Our Town" on September 
1 1 would go unchallenged. Nor did I 
expect, if it was challenged, to reply. 
Yet a final word on my part by way 
of clarification should be said. 

We did not expect to stir up an 
argument on Church and State. We 
believe, and teach, that the Church and 
Stale are complementary one to the 
other. Without either the other could 
not exist as now is. 

Our point was this, that practically 
everything fundamental that is fostered 
by most community organizations can 
be, and is, fostered by the churches. 
Where is there the opportunity of fel- 
lowship with others (and in addition 
with Jesus Christ) better afforded than 
through the churches? Where can 
more lasting friendships be found than 
in the churches? Where can a spirit 
of understanding be better fostered 
than through the churches? Where 
can a training in the Christian Way of 
Life, whether that be expressed in 
business, politics, or home, be better 
carried on than in the churches? If 
there are other, and more fundamental, 
objectives fostered by community or- 
ganizations these too, 1 believe, the 
Church could and would do with the 
help of those workers who are finding 
their service expression in extra-church 
organizations. 

Having been a Boy Scout, "Sabine" 
touches a warm spot with me when he 
reminds us, of the struggle our com- 
munity troop is having. Here 1 
heartily agree the Church is the logical 
sponsor (and it is an argument for my 
view). That is just the point. We in 
the churches can't do the things we are 
expected to do because so many of 
our members choose rather to do a less 
fundamental piece of work through a 
community organization. A man has 
just so much leisure and if he chooses 
to give that leisure through a com- 
munity organization what can the 
churches expect to accomplish through 
his service? 

I said, and with this added clarity J 
emphasize, "it docs seem to me as 
though we are contributing our energies 
(through community organizations) in 
a less useful way than if we contributed 
these same energies to the Lord's work 
through our respective churches." 

"There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars" (you will not argue 
modern astronomy, will you?); for me 
the greatest glory is the glory of the 
"Son." I would that that glory would 
lie greatest in the mind of every Chris- 
tian. 

Thank you, Mr. Editor. I shall not 
let this "bout" develop into a " 'tis" and 
" 'taint" argument. I think my point is 
now clear.

Correcting a Wrong Impression 

Some Ardmore business men seem to have acquired an erroneous 
idea of Lower Merion Township's newly enacted ordinance providing 
license fees for transient merchants. 

It is being variously viewed as a law to keep any new merchants 
out of the community, to make the business section water-tight, as it 
were, and to keep down competition. This is not the case. 

Lower Merion is the first municipality to adopt such an ordinance 
and its passage should he welcomed alike by both merchants and residents. 
It does not have as its purpose any idea of limiting the business section 
of Ardmore or of other communities in the Township to the present 
quota of business men. It does not seek to prevent legitimate competition. 

It is an attempt, however, to distinguish between permanent business 
men and fly-by-night dealers who conduct closing out sales. It is an 
effort to maintain a type of business section that is in keeping with the 
high residential character of the Main Line. In discouraging this type 
of business by means of a stiff fee, legitimate business men are being 
aided by the removal of unfair and unwanted competition. 

The whole problem in the administration of the ordinance rests in 
determining whether a newcomer is a transient or one wdio expects and 
hopes to become a permanent member of the business community. The 
framers of the ordinance have included a wise provision which provides 
for a penalty of $300 on a transient merchant who does not first take 
out a license. In other words, if there is any doubt about the permanency 
of a newcomer when he is first establishing himself, time settles the 
question and then, if he falls into the transient class, he is liable to a 
stiff fine. 

Any efforts, however, to use this ordinance as a club to keep out 
legitimate business men is silly. The business community can only grow j 
and prosper as it supplies the desires and needs of the section and stir- J 
rounding districts. Competition keeps business keen and on its toes, j 
Large selections of merchandise act as a magnet on shoppers. \ 



Anent a Chess Club 
Despite the multifarious clubs and 
organizations of one kind and another 
on the Main Line there is one form of 
social . recreation which seems to be 
neglected and that is chess. 

Often wrongly thought of as a game 
for long-headed intellectuals, it exer- 
cises the same fascination upon its ad- 
dicts as bridge, backgammon, pinochle, 
and other games. Chess players, more- 
over, are a kindred spirited lot. They 
possess a camaraderie too often lack- 
ing among other game enthusiasts. 

A subscriber who has this subject

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Echoes of the Election 

Well, our two fellows made a great 
race, but the grade was altogether too 
stiff for a pair so heavily laden. In 
the popular estimation they were part 
of a Pinchot pack and there was not 
much to be clone about it. The curious 
construction of the ticket bewildered 
the voters all along the line and the 
Johnson outfit was quick to place its 
punches in vulnerable spots. To the 
seasoned observer, the set-up was per- 
fectly obvious and whilst Mr. Just and 
the Philadelphia newspapers might 
have been under the impression that 
the garrulous Governor had something 
to gain by an anti-machine victory, it 
is reasonable to 'say that no such 
strange thoughts were in the noodle 
of. anyone of consequence on the in- 
dependent side, and it was simply a 
situation where more astute men 
sought to garner State aid for their 
own cause. 

As it turned out, the handicap far 
outweighed the help, and it can be said 
that this contingency was carefully 
weighed before the die was cast. The 
results proved that a bad guess was 
made, but they also prove that the 
organization can be soundly licked 
when the proposition is tackled as it 
can be done. 

And to the man who does not de- 
pend on politics for his livelihood, there 
always ought to be a lively concern in 
keeping public affairs out of private 
control, if there is any meaning to the 
distinction claimed for American citi- 
zenship. 

* * * 

'Giving fair value to the facts as they 
are now revealed, we believe that most 
men skilled in public contacts, and in 
forming public opinion, will agree that 
Lou Young could have been elected 
even on the "Boyd-Just" ticket if a 
more "modern" approach to the voters 
had been made. As it was, he came 
within 4000 ballots of reaching the 
goal, carrying a number of important 
districts, and only a few votes pre- 
vented his capture of Norristown, 
whilst a diversion of less than 5 per 
cent, of the total county vote would 
have brought him all the way home. 

It's water over the dam, but we 
think a great opportunity was missed 
in not bringing a personality to the 
public, an alert young man with a 
colorful experience, a new, refreshing 
factor in Montgomery affairs, all the 
attractive background which interests 
people and makes them come your 
way. 

There was no lead at all in the cam- 
paign direction, no concerted firing, no 
evidence of a definite plan or purpose, 
and the only advertising which we saw 
seemed to carry an implied' threat that, 
if. Johnson won, the great amount of 
State money which was available for 
winter work in the county would not be 
spent, a fact which was hardly con- 
vincing or impressive to those numer- 
ous men and women who were, as Mr. 
Wood says he was, filled with inde- 
cision. 

* * * 

fJot a single piece of* mail-mattei* 
came into Narberth from the independ- 
ent headquarters and, from what we 
hear, none was sent to any, other place, 
The local workers mailed their own to 
borough voters, but apparently suffi- 
cient funds were not available to dis- 
tribute county-wide the stirring, new- 
idea kind of vote-getter which would 
have helped to bowl over the several 
weak-sister epistles which arrived from 
the Johnson faction. 

* * * 

Continuing to cry over spilled milk, 
it has to be confessed that, excepting 
Young, Walzer and Asnip, the inde- 
pendent candidates were as futile on 
the stump as the organization candi- 
dates, and that is to say they were 
simply terrible. 

We did not hear Stewart Nase, the 
Johnson candidate for District Attor- 
ney, but we know him personally and 
imagine he handles himself particularly 
well on the hustings. We did hear all 
the others and they were a circus. The 
independents would have profited ex- 
ceedingly by the contrast if they had 
been taken in hand and made to say 
their pieces in a manner which their 
auditors would have remembered to the 
advantage of the cause. Those who 
were hopelessly inarticulate should 
have been kept in their seats and we 
observed that Fletcher Stites did that 
very thing in the meeting at Ardmore, 
but even he could not prevent the har- 
rowing mental torture which was vis- 
ited on the audience by Mr. Hendrick's 
interminable dissertation on Mennonite 
genealogy. 

* * * 

To his great credit, Lou Young said 
what he had to say in forceful, terse 
language and always did himself and 
his ticket good. Fred Walzer was a 
real surprise package as an orator, 
using homely illustrations galore and 
getting his points home in highly ef- 
fective fashion. Senator Boyd told us 
that Fred as a speaker made a rousing 
hit with the political w.orkers and he 
gives our chief justice full and direct 
Credit for carrying two Norristown 
wards for the independent ticket. It 
was part of Fred's hard luck that four 
other candidates vied with him for the 
Sheriff nomination. 

* * * 

In Narberth the vote was, of course, 
overwhelmingly for our own men, the 
extraordinary number of Johnson work- 
ers who were active the day long mak- 
ing no dent at all. The ratio of votes 
to the registered number was also the 
highest in the county, and that was an 
additional feather in our cap. The 
majority here practically offset the or- 
ganization's majority in Lower Merion. 
and in fact Narberth's vote was the 
most lopsided of any other place. 

Town pride was the order of the day 
and there was evidence of how deep the 
feeling was in that respect when mid- 
night came and a melee almost started 
at District No. 2, where the workers 
waited on the outside for the final re- 
turns on the borough vote. In a small 
town, it is not always easy for one to 
explain why one conflicts with a pre- 
ponderant neighborhood opinion, par- 
ticularly when the neighborhood was 
coping with the outside and when it 
was having its first chance in forty 
years to secure a place in the county 
firmament.

There were at least a half dozen of 
paid hirelings around each one of the 
three polling booths and to earn their 
pay they moved heaven and earth to 
get out something that looked like a 
vote, and the flock of them sneaked 
home at night with positively no re- 
sults, and with their tails between their 
legs, as I suppose all black sheep do. 

I mention this part of the day's 
work only because everybody seems to 
be so much exercised about this group's 
attack on their own home town, but 
we must not forget that some people 
will do anything for money and also 
that some birds always soil their own 
nests. We don't have to worry about 
a bunch like that, as they are done in 
Narberth, and they know they're done, 
not because I say it, but because 90 per 
cent, of our residents have their num- 
ber and won't forget it. 

Every one of our workers was a 
volunteer and they pulled hard to get 
representation in county affairs for 
Narberth. To them I extend my sin- 
cerest appreciation and also to every- 
body who helped in any way. I am 
proud of myself because of what you 
did for me and I won't like it at all if 
you don't give me a chance to do 
something for you.

Poinsettias prefer a temperature of 
sixty degrees and over. That one from 
last Christmas that was carefully re- 
potted in June had better be brought 
into the house and placed in a sunny 
window — and kept watered of course.

The first frost is due in about three 
weeks or about October 15. Who can 
tell what the rest of 1931 will bring 
forth? After the first killing frost, or 
black frost, is the time to carefully 
dig dahlia clumps — with two fork- 
spades — and also dig up gladioli bulbs 
as well as tuberoses and other tender 
bulbs. More about this later. 

y 

Dahlia growers know that we us- 
ually get a frost and then about three 
weeks of nice, mild growing weather 

y 

The ten most satisfactory border 
perennials for effect and for cutting 
are — tall bearded irises, columbines, 
pyrethrum, liiium perenne, peonies, 
Oriental poppies, hybrid delphiniums, 
hardy phlox, hardy asters and chrysan- 
themums. Opinions vary, but these 
are the kinds more widely grown. 

Lilies are, to be sure, indispensable 
■ in the hardy garden. Candidum, re- 
gale and the speciosums are the favo- 
rites for beds and borders. For the 
woodland garden Canadense and Phila- 
delphicuni are the easy ones to start 
with. The speciosum lilies will prob- 
ably not arrive for planting until De- 
cember. 

Watch the tulip layout. Some va- 
rieties are very early and some are 
late, even among the Darwin, cottage 
and breeders. Some are much taller 
than others. The dealer who is really 
interested in the success 1 of your gar- 
den will show the height and relative 
time of flowering in his catalog. 

Plant narcissi poeticus (pheasant's 
eye) with phlox divaricata Laphami, or 
grape hyacinths in back of primula 
vulgaris. And if you have some tiarella 
cordifolia in a half shady place plant 
jonquils near them. Both the poet's 
and the jonquils are sweetly fragrant. 

Biennials for fall planting will in- 
clude sweet-william, Canterbury bells, 
cherianthus Allioni — that bright orange 
Siberian wallflower, and foxgloves. 
The foxgloves are better in a half 
shady corner where they may be al- 
lowed to seed themselves. 

And don't forget to get seeds of 
hardy annuals to sow among the 
newly planted perennials and bulbs. 
Blue cornflower, annual larkspur — 



pink to be sure, Shirley poppies and 
annual pinks. All are hardy and will 
be most welcome in early summer. 
The places should be marked so that 
Tony, Sambo or Mike will not weed 
them out. 

Alyssum edgings may be sown in 
the fall.
